For some time now, since 1949 
to be exact, the reconnaissance 
planes of Chiang Kai-shek’s China 
have been able to fly almost un- 
troubled over the mainland area. 
They have dropped literally mil- 
lions of propaganda leaflets. 

There is certainly considerable 
discontent on the mainland. But, 
it has no organization. It could not 
become effective unless a world 
war should develop. Therefore, 
this one tiny group of specialists 
feels the bombardment is merely 
an effort to counter the propa- 
ganda: to flex Red muscles and 
beat the official Red chest, Tar- 
zan-like. 


Hurry 


“The best evidence indicates a 
stable, dominant. Red regime,” 
said an Asian specialist. The peo- 
ple are being encouraged to sacri- 
fice because they are convinced, 
by their government, that they 
are building a strong China. 


“We know, for example, that | 
Nikita Khrushchev took only mili- 
tary chiefs of staff to his confer- 
ence at Peiping. But, we are told 
that Russia promised a stepup 
in her industrial aid to the Chi- 
nese. This would indicate a need 
to hurry to reduce discontent and 
to be ready for war. Keep in mind 
that at the time Khruschchev met 
with Mao the threat of war in the 
Middle East was very real. 

“This,”’ continued the special- 
ist, “‘makes it quite possible that 
the two small islands of the Que- 
moy group may be taken. They 
have made it impossible for the 
Red Chinese to use the harbor of 
Amoy. Big Quemoy sits like a 
stopper in the bottle of that har- 
bor. But, the two islands most 
heavily bombarded are tiny rock- 
like forts rising offshore not more 
than two miles. Their guns have | 
made Amoy untenable for Red 
shipping. 

“The job of the United States 
will be to determine if such an 
attack would be considered a 
threat to Taiwan, or Formosa, 
The belief is that the Chinese 
Reds hope to force an abandon- 
ment of the tiny islands without 
invasion. They then would hope to 
blackmail Quemoy’s guns _ into 
silence. The small forces on the 
two small islands likely have am- 
munition and food to last 8 to 12 
weeks. 

“But,” he concluded, rather 
wistfully,” it would be good to 
know exactly what Mao and 
Khrushchev really decided.” 


Future 


It is roughly 100 miles from the 
mainland to the coast of Taiwan 
—hardly a pulse beat as the jet 
flies. But, somehow there is no 
real reason to believe the Red 
Chinese and the Russians planned 
a war to start in Asia. Not yet, 
atiyhow. 

The Communist-ruled mainland 
is. larger than the entire United 
States, Alaska included, and has 
Aa°population .of about 625,000,000. 
Nationalist China is not much 
larger than Massachusetts in 
area. It has a population of 10 
million, of which about seven are 
Formosans. 

Chiang’s government could not 
maintain even its present state of 
propaganda and artillery resist- 
ance to Red China without U.S. 
aid. We are spending there at the 
rate of about $100 million per 
year. It has been worth it. 

There is a wish that the United 
States could diplomatically recog- 
nice Red China, as it has other 
Communist nations, and admit her 
to the United Nations. But it is 
too dangerous. 

Any change in U.S.

Reds Cutting 
Sea Lifeline 


To Quemoy

TAIPEI, Formosa (AP) — The 
Chinese Communists . re stepping 
up their efforts to cut the sea 
lifeline between Formosa and the 
Nationalist Chinese island fortress 
of Quemoy. 

U.S. military advisers stationed 
on the offshore islands indicated 
the Reds may be having some 
success. 

A convoy from the Pescadores 
Islands suprly base near Formosa 
was turned back Tuesday by Com- 
munist torpedo boats without un- 
loading 370 soldiers heading for 
the Quemoy bastion that nestles 
against the Chinese mainland. 

It was the biggest naval en- 
counter in the strait since the 
Reds began pouring shells on the 
Nationalist offshore islands Aug. 
23. But there was still no more 
solid evidence that the Reds 
planned an all-out invasion of 
Quemoy. 

The Communists have ‘virtually 
cut the air link between Formosa 
and Quemoy. The air supply route 
used to be a regular milk run be- 
fore the Red offensive began last 
month. 

The Reds also have stepped up 
their artillery assaults on Quemoy 
after two days of relative quiet. 
The Nationalists said almost 3,000 
shells were dumped on the island 
Tuesday.

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Home Rule Debate 
Should Be Helpful 


The Atlanta League of Women Vot- 
ers has made a good point in saying 
there is no need for haste in attempt- 
ing to get a constitutional home rule bill 
passed for Atlanta next year. 

Reasoning that haste is not necessary 
since the constitutional amendment wh‘ch 
would grant home rule could not be voted 
on until the 1960 general election, the 
league seems to be suggesting that more 
time be given to consideration of just 
what type of home rule legislation would 
be best. 

Almost everybody is in agreement 
that a measure of home rule should be 
granted Atlanta and many other com- 
munities. The recently concluded session 
of the Fulton County Grand Jury reaf- 
firmed this desire. But after years of ef- 
fort. no bill has as yet been offered which 
could pass the test of the courts and get 
the necessary majority in the General 
Assembly. 

The bill now being urged by the At- 
lanta Board of Aldermen apparently 
would have little chance of passage in 
its present form. Regardless of outcome 
of the Fulton and DeKalb legislative 
races, it probably could not get unani- 
mous backing. It leaves many un- 
answered questions and the great power 
it would give the board has brought it 
under severe attack from many sources. 

The jury recommends that interested 
groups, including the aldermanic board, 
meet with the Fulton delegation and 
work out an acceptable bill. Something 
more is needed than lip service to achieve 
a goal which is needed but which finds 
so many with different opinions about 
its final form. 

Pressed as it is to find sources of 
revenue to finance expanding services, 
the City of Atlanta urgently needs ac- 
ceptable home rule. And as the league 
points out, statutory home rule without 
a constitutional amendment would be a 
precarious situation. At best it would be 
only a temporary expedience. 

This question of home rule requires 
some clear thinking on the part of many. 
It is good to see it being discussed. Cer- 
tainly it will be a major eoncern of the 
Fulton-DeKalb legislative delegation dur- 
ing the next session.

Nation Joins in Tribute 
Toa Courageous Soldier 


Mai. Gen. Edward P. King Jr., is dead 
at 74 at Brunswick, but as he said, some- 
thing in him died in 1942 when he. as 
commander, had to surrender 70,000 
American soldiers to the Japanese on 
Bataan. | 

He spent three and « half vears in a 
Japanese prison camp. His cellmate was 
Gen. Jonathan Wainwright, who re- 
mained behind in command at Corregi- 
dor after Gen. Douglas MacArthur prop- 
erly was removed by submarine. 

Neither “Skinny” Wainwright nor 
King were ever the same again, though 
both lived to see the Japanese surrender 
and to savor it. But Gen. King said over 
and over again that he owed his men 
an apology for the role he was forced 
to play. It was he who had to take the 
insult of the Japanese commander send- 
ing a subordinate to take Gen. King’s 
sword, 3 

But typieally he felt it was his men 
who were insulted more than he. And 
they had fought well with what they had 
-—-which was little. Eroded by hunger, 
lack of weapons and ammunition and 
worst of all by the great numbers 
against them, there 5g no other choice. 


But the anguish of the moment was 
something which never stopped aching. 
And the Japanese defeat somehow did 
not assuage it. 

Gen. King was a hero. This was 
America’s first real defeat. But he met 
it with honor, integrity and courage. By 
example and word he encouraged his 
men. He took the cruelties of imprison- 
ment and the bitterness of humiliation 
with no sign of weakness. He was a sol- 
dier and a commander in the best tradi- 
tion. 

We join in salute to a brave and de- 
serving soldier and citizen. A native of 


Atlanta, a graduate of the state univer-® 


sity, he leaves his city and his state a rec- 
ord of service and courage which ranks 
with the best in its history.

Big Far Eastern War 
Appears Unlikely Now 


While Communist design is never 
constant, appearances now are that the 
Red Chinese will stop short of pushing 
the United States into a Far Eastern war 
over Formosa. 

The attack continues on the offshore 
island of Quemoy and the smaller islets 
of the group which are within a mile and 
a half or so of the Red-controlled main- 
land. But no signs of invasion are in evi- 
dence in the assembly of troops and land- 
ing craft. 

Evidence now is that the Communists 
hope to blockade the islands, including 
big Quemoy, which is nine miles off the 
mainland shoreline, and force capitula- 
tion from lack of supplies and from fa- 
tigue on the part of the troops stationed 
on them. That they are having some 
temporary success is evidenced by Na- 
tionalist admission that for the third 
straight day supply ships have been 
turned back by Red patrols and gunfire. 

One small boat did manage a landing 
late Monday. It included 18 newspaper 
correspondents. They are, typically, risk- 
ing their lives to get the story. 

This is a critical time in our history. 
There have been so many tensions and 
crises that we have grown perhaps 
weary in the manner of the Aesop fable 
about the shepherd boy who cried “wolf” 
too often. But without question this is a 
very grave period with all that remains 
of Asia in jeopardy—including China and, 
eventually, the Philippines, which are not 
too far south of Formosa. 

But all is not lost. And we cannot 
take any course save a firm one.

There long has been a definite 
“Senate Type’’ — the sort of sen- 
ator instinctively comfortable in 
that forum, easily able to judge 
what can and cannot be done 
there and thus always effective 
in it.

And one of these, Sir Les- 
lie Munro, is coming toward the 
end of a jong tour of duty in the 
institution whose towers rise so 
high along the East River in New 
York. 

Sir Leslie is a big, bearlike 
man with American grandchil- 
dren—and a fondness for the Unit- 
ed States that is almost, but of 
course not quite, the fondness he 
has for New Zealand itself.

But he is also head of New 
Zealand's delegation to the United 
Nations and has been president 
of its General Assembly. For six 
years a man of two missions and 
two hats, he has commuted be- 
tween his Washington embassy

A few years ago I went up into Canada to 
the region called the Quetico-Superior to do a 
magazine story about one of the last great wil- 


- ee 
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derness areas on the North American continent. My guide and com- 
panion on this trip, which was made by canoe, was a tall, blue- 
eyed woodsman-scholar. named Sigmund Olsen. 


Sig was in his 50s then and 
his hair was snowy white, but 
his body was as lean and tireless 
as an Indian’s and he could 
handle a paddle like the old 
French voyageurs who traveled 
these far-off lonely lakes in bark 
canoes 100 years ago. 

I came back to write a piece in 
which I tried to catch, as best I 
could, the mood of this wild land 
of jeweled lakes set in deep for- 
ests of dark pines where moose 
fed in the shallows and beavers 
worked and loons cried their wild, 
strange cry to the northern 
lights. 

I wrote a magazine article that 
was soon forgotten. Sig came 
back to write as beautiful a 
book as I ever read. It was called 
“The Singing Wilderness” and 
in it was all that I had tried to 
say and more about that wild 
and beautiful country. In it was 
all the lore stowed away in the 
mind of a man who saw things 
with the eyes of a trained botanist 
and zoologist and who wrote with 
the feeling of a poet. 

I have sung the praises of Ol- 
sen's “Singing Wilderness,” both 
the country and the book, ever 
since, urging all who could to 
go there and all who could not go 
to read what Olsen wrote.

The Jews Pleaded 
For This Gentile 


Yesterday I mentioned the faith of a cen- 
turion who besought Jesus to heal his sick ica 
servant. My biblical quotations were from Mat- a aie 
thew. The same story is told in St. Luke’s Gospel. The details are 


~~ 


Now to the great delight of all 
who have fallen under the spell 
of the land or the book, Olsen 
again has written of his beloved 
lake country.

substantially the same although there is one important difference. In 
Matthew the centurion is pictured as going in person to see Jesus. 


In Luke, the centurion does not 
go himself but rather sends a 
delegation of friends to make his 
request known to the Lord. 

In that.small difference in the 
two accounts, however, a great 
deal more about the centurion is 
revealed. This Capernaum cen- 
turion was, of course, a man of 
considerable importance. He was 
responsible for 100 soldiers and 
was able to throw his weight 
about. He was a foreigner, a Gen- 
tile and a symbol of Roman au- 
thority. Most Jews probably 
should have bitterly hated him. 
But they did not. 

Several elders from the Caper- 
naum Synagogue gladly under- 
took the privilege of approaching 
Jesus in his behalf. “When they 
came to Jesus they besought him 
earnestly, saying, ‘He is worthy 
to have you do this for him, for he 
loves our nation, and he built us 
our synagogue’”’ (Luke 7:4-5). 

Those are words of highest 
commendation. Nothing except 
the most deserving reasons would 
have caused the elders to have 
offered such a glowing recom- 
mendation. The centurion had un- 
derstood. and appreciated the 
splendid religious practices of the 
Jews. Despite the fact that he 
was a foreigner, he was able to 
detect a fundamental goodness in 
their beliefs. 

I think that he had joined him- 
self to them in faith and prac- 
tice. Otherwise it is difficult to 
understand his deep belief in

Jesus and his generosity in build- 
ing a synagogue at his own ex- 
pense. Whatever the reasons, 
however, the elders insisted that 
the centurion should be helped. 
I’m certain their arguments did 
not persuade Jesus to turn from 
His busy work and go to the ‘cen- 
turion’s house. He would have 
gone anyway. Jesus never based 
His help upon conditions. He did 
not help only those who were 
worthy. He loved to serve needy 
persons whatever their station or 
good works. But it must have 
warmed his heart to hear: His 
brethren speak so highly ef 
Gentile. 
Reading further in the story, 
we discover the centurion was a 
humble man. On second thought 
he realized Jesus was too inipor- 
tant a man to make a detour to 
his home. So he sent a setond 
delegation with this message: 
“Lord, do not trouble yourself, 
for | am not worthy to have you 
come under my roof” (Luke 9:6). 


On the one hand are words of 
the friends and on the other the 
man’s words concerning himself. 
What a difference there is. be- 
tween them! ; 

We would have expected’ the 
commendations to have been: just 
the opposite. Anyone can offer 
compliments concerning himself. 
That man is fortunate indeed’ who 
has friends whose friendship is 
as genuine as was that of the 
Jews toward this Gentile *who 
lived in their midst. :

WASHINGTON—At last the United States 
has the diplomatic initiative in the cold war 
struggle with the Soviet Union. It ought to be 
within our ability to find ways to keep it for a while 
see what this advantage can mean to the West, | 


at the answers to three questions. 


What does it mean to hold the 
diplomatic initiative? 

Wherein has the Soviet Union 
slipped in recent months? 

What can we do next? 

Holding the diplomatic initia- 
tive means, I should think, being 
ahead with actions and proposals 
which have sufficient merit and 
appeal to world opinion that it is 
hurtful to the other side to keep 
rejecting them. 

We have been on the short end 
of this operation too long—fight- 
ing off a mutual cessation of nu- 
clear lests, apparently resisting 
a summit conference and de- 
voting ourselves mostly to an- 
swering Kremlin charges that we

easing world tensions.

Parents Learn What

South had to get an accurate 
picture of the defenders’ distribu- 


tion to bring home the three no 
trump contract into which he had 
been somewhat impulsively pro- 
pelled by his partner today. 


The bidding requires a word or 
two of comment. Holding 20 high 
card points, North had too much 
for an opening bid of one no 
trump and, therefore, properly 
started with an introductory call 
of one club. After his partner’s 
one diamond response it was his 
intention to jump to two no 
trump. This call is not absolutely 
forcing and may be dropped if 
the response is shaded. 

Inspired by favorable vulner- 
ability, West decided to insert a 
jump overcall and North found 
himself in a somewhat awkward 
situation. A nonforcing jump bid 
was no longer available and, fear- 
ing that any lesser call might be 
dropped, he decided to commit 
the hand to game by cue bidding 
in West’s suit. Fortified by his 
major suit holdings, South pro- 
ceeded to three no trump. 

West opened the heart jack 
which was permitted to ride to 
the queen.

W. C. Coffin, who has worked for the auto tag department at 
the state capitol for a long, long time, has a mural whith is dif- 
ferent from any you'll see anywhere. The wall of his; office is 
nearly covered with auto tags, samples from all the states of the 
union and the provinces of Canada. 

“Georgia’s prettiest tag was the one with the peachion it and 
the reflecting numbers,’ Mr. Coffin said. “But they cost) too much 
to make and too much to mail.” 

All states now use a standard size tag, one desigmed to fit a 
burglar-proof window which auto makers are going to start putting 
in the trunks of cars soon, Mr, Coffin said. Incidentally, 1959 
Georgia tags will be white numbers on a black background, just 
the reverse of this year’s tags. 

Licensing cars first began in Georgia in 1910, but discs were 
used rather than tags. The first tags were used in 1913—price for 
everybody, $5. No accurate information is on hand at the capitol 
about the number of cars licensed the first year, but it was 
around 4,000. The first accurate number was in 1926 when 47,579 


tags were issued In 1957, 1,389,635 tags were issued, and 1958 is 
well on the way to top that. Fulton County tagged 168,243 cars and 
34,988 trucks. DeKalb tagged 81,019 cars and 9,329 trucks. At 
5 p.m. all of them rush out Memorial drive at ome time... or 
so it seems.

Claude school year we 
have ever had,”’ declared State 
School Supt. Claude Purcell. 

Purcell said there will be in- 
creased emphasis on science and 
math courses this year. He said 
local school systems have ordered 
an additional $365,000 worth of 
textbooks in these two fields. 

Purcell also pointed out that 
effective this school year high 
school graduates must have 18 
units in order to graduate com- 
pared to 16 in previous years. 

Purcell said local superintend- 
ents have reported that the sup- 
ply of teachers is the best since 
World War II. He said they re- 


ported also that the available | 


teachers are better qualified. 

Mrs. S. C. Patterson, director 
of teacher recruitment, estimated 
there are probably 250 teacher 
vacancies throughout the state. 
She said, however, that figure is 
much smaller than in previous 
years and the existing vacancies 
are due to additional emphasis 
which the state board recently 
placed on mathematics, science 
and English. 

The state’s approximately 32,000 
teachers—including those provid- 
ed entirely from funds—will re 
ceive an average salary of 
about $3,625 annually. That 
includes an increase of $100 a 
year for the beginning teacher 
with a four-year certificate and 
$200 a year for the teacher with 
a four-year certificate and nine 
years of experience. 

Between the $3,000 starting sal- 
ary and the $4,000 for the nine- 
year teacher there are three sal- 
ary increase steps based on ex- 
perience. 

As the new school. year started, 
the department reported a short- 
age of aproximately 3,000 ade- 
quate classrooms in various sys- 
tems.

Is Southern Custom

Many an office has been left half-staffed wher 


the call for coffee came. 


But Atlanta bosses have found a way to get worlk: 


done just the same. 

This new system devised is 
designated “‘The Work Break.” 
Employers deemed it necessary 
to keep up with twin time slot, 
“The Coffee Break,’’ now in- 
dulged in by 28 million Amer- 
icans and pulling 44 per cent 
of the women and 42 per cent 
of the men away from the of- 
fice. 

Some Atlanta offices have 
given employes set coffee 
breaks of 15 minutes in the 
morning and afternoon, discov- 
ering these breaks actually paid 


’ off in better and more efficient 


work. 

But when jangling phones 
from a coffee breaking office 
had the boss’ nerves a bit 
jumping, he went to work on 
solutions. 


COFFEE VENDORS 


Some installed coffee vending 
machines or had a company 
cart pass through the offices. 
Others had coffee breaks in 
company cafeterias. 

And still others have come up 
with ‘The Work Break,”’ a proc- 
lamation to all office employes 
which states that the keen de- 
sire to stay in business made 
this break really necessary. 

The proclamation also adds: 
“Effective immediately we are 
asking that somewhere between 
starting and quitting time and 
without infringing too much on 
the time devoted to lunch pe- 
riod, coffee breaks, rest periods, 
story and joke telling, window 
gazing, vacation planning and 
rehashing of yesterday’s TV 
programs, that each employe 
try to find some time that can 
be set aside and be known 
hereafter as The Work Break.” 


ANOTHER APPROACH 


However an Atlanta banking 
executive has another approach 
to the break program. 

“When the so-called coffee 
break becomes a sore spot with 
management, the abuse is a di- 
rect reflection on poor super- 
vision. The supervisors, not the 
employes, should be corrected 
when abuses present them- 
selves.”’ 

And a group of employes 


agreed that they took breaks. 
“when work permitted.” _—

Of Harnessing the Hydrogen Bomb

GENEVA—The scientists of the 
world took the first step Tuesday 


For the first time, scientists of 
the Communist and Western world 
freely and openly discussed the 
previously secret work they have 


thermonuclear reaction. 


In this new air of international 
and academic freedom, Commu- 


pressed hope that through doo- 
operation they could hasten the 
day when thermonuclear power 
could be achieved, thus providing 
a solution to the energy problems 


of the world. 


They cautioned, however, that 
science was just starting down 
the path toward thermonuclear 
energy and that the path was 
long and bestrewn with many 
problems still to be solved. 


This dramatic tearing down of | 


walls of controlled thermonuclear 
secrecy took place before scien- 
tists from 67 nations gathered for 
the second International Atoms- 
for-Peace Conference. 


In the crowded assembly room 
of the old League of Nations build- 
ing, scientists of the United States, 
Britain and Russia discussed the 
possibility of controlled fusion or 
thermonuclear power and de- 
scribed the work that has been 


' 


going on in their laboratories for 
the past several years. 


The papers disclosed that de- 
spite the past secrecy, the Com- 
munist and Western nations had 
independently been pursuing re- 
markably similar lines of research 
in their attempts to produce a 
controlled thermonuclear reaction. 


Significantly none of the nations 
was yet ready to claim flatly that 
they had reached the milestone of 
producing a controlled thermonu- 
clear reaction on a_ laboratory 
scale. All indicated they thought 
they were probably on the thresh- 
old of this achievement, if in fact 
it had not already been attained 
but not proven. 

The similarity of approaches 
and findings arrived at in inde- 


pendent secrecy, said Dr. H. J. 


Bhabha, chairman of the Atomic 
Energy Commission of India, 
was “an indication of what se- 
crecy has cost the world for no 
useful purpose.”

GRAND JURY 


The Hon. Virlyn B. Moore, Judge, | 


Fulton Superior Court, 
Atlanta, Ga. 


We the Grand Jury of Fulton 
County Superior Court for the 
July-August term, 1958, respect- 
fully make the following present- 
ments: 


We have followed your charge 
to this jury, and our indictments, 
in our candid and honest opinion, 
are sufficient for conviction. We 
trust that our conclusions reached 
after painstaking study of the evi- 
dence have been sufficient and 
will be sufficient for jury trial 
dis posal. 

SPECIAL STATE 
INVESTIGATION 


We have continued the special 
investigations begun by the two 
immediate past grand juries. We 
believe that the state should pro- 
vide a fund for informers, under- 
cover agents and other expense 
so necessary for the positive op- 
eration of illegal liquor control. 
We understand that federal agen- 
cies have such funds and we are 
informed that the effectiveness of 
these organizations would be re- 
duced 40 to 530 per cent without 
the use of such funds. We rec- 
ommend that our Fulton County 
delegation start a move to have 
such funds provided by the state 
with proper safeguards during the 
next general session of our Legis- 
lature. We do not believe that 
any particular private individual, 
organization, corporation, or in- 
dustry should provide funds or 
personnel for the enforcement of 
any law. 


LIQUOR LICENSES 


There are constant rumors and 
accusations concerning the grant- 


|ing of liquor licenses, frequently 
| creating a lack of confidence in 
_ public officials. We therefore rec- 


ommend that procedures be de- 
vised by which every phase of 
the granting of liquor licenses 


|Shall be devoid of all favoritism 


and political considerations be 
eliminated in the granting of li- 
censes. 

COUNTY AUDITOR 


We are seriously concerned with 
the accounting methods of our 
county, and we heartily commend 
the study for corrections that is 
now being carried on by Mr. Car- 


| ter and his assistants in the firm 
of Mount and Carter who have 
_been placed in control of auditing 
for the joint tax office and other 


departments of the county. 
LOCAL TAX COLLECTION 


We emphatically recommend 
that all tax free or partly tax 
free property in the city and 
county be looked into and all 
properties that are not covered 
by law be placed on our tax di- 
gest and be properly levied on 


_and collected for. We see no rea- 


son why property owned by non- 
profit organizations should not 
bear its full share of taxes and 
even in the case of lawful free 
ta. property, money should he 
collected from them for services 
rendered, such as garbage col- 
lection, police and fire protection, 
and so forth. 

The full amount of taxes to be 
collected on automobiles should 
be collected at the time of issuing 
licenses. We recommend a pro- 
cedure that will make it unneces- 
sary for taxpayers to come to the 
tax office to sign returns now 
that personal property is based 
on 10 per cent of the assessed 
value of the taxpayer’s residence. 

We also recommend that a con- 
tinual and effective effort on the 
part of trained personnel be per- 
mitted to hunt out and record all 
properties on the tax digest in 
the proper amounts. 

HOME RULE 

We issued a special presentment 
on Aug. 8, 1958, recommending 
that our representatives in the 
General Assembly introduce and
